WEEKLY REVIEW. 


Of the Canned Goods Situation. Market Reports. Conditions 
and Changes. Outlook. 


The price changesin canned foods during the past week have 
not been of very great importance. Some few articles have fall- 
en off in value while others have advanced. The situation is 
said to be ‘‘rather dull’’, pending the inspection of early packed 
corn and tomatoes. If the tomatoes now being packed show up 
well, with full cans and a nice flavour it will tend to maintain 
prices, we believe, and buyers will come into the market again. 

Just at present sales are of a meagre nature and there is not 
much life in the trading. Brokers appear to be only moderate- 
ly busy. However, the general opinion is that this inactivity 
will not last long and several parties have stated that they ex- 


. pect good business within the next week. Reports on the crop 


prospects would seem to indicate that the harvest of tomatoes 
will be larger than was expected a few weeks ago, this improved 
condition being the result of more favorable weather during the 
past two weeks. Down on the Peninsula, however, growers and 
canners say the vines have not fruited heavily and even if the 
fruit does appear it will not grow to the size it ordinarily does, 
as the lateness of the season forces the fruit to ripen, even 
though it is not fully matured. In other words, vegetables that 
in ordinary seasons ripen from the roth of August to the 25th of 
September, say, will this year ripen from about the 25 of Au- 
gust to the 25 of September. This fact has been proven to a 
certain extent in past years and it remains to beseen what effect 
it will have on the tomato pack of rg11. 


Looking at the tomato situation as a disinterested party it 
would seem to us, now, that if the packers have factory facilities 
for handling large quantities of tomatoes in each working day, 
that the pack will be an average one as to size, and we hope it 
will be above the average as to quality; not that last seasons 
canned tomatoes were not up to standard, for we firmly believe 
that they were of very high quality, but the better the quality 


the quicker the sales. 


Corn continues firm in price and No. 2 Shoepeg has even 
advanced 234c., it now being quoted at 82%c. In spite of the 


fact that this article has been reported a better crop than toma:

toes, canners of corn continue to stay out of the market, and are 
very little inclined to sell future corn. Some packers report 
a good stand and some the reverse, but the average packer sold 
almost up to his capacity several months ago, and it would seem 
to be very little surplus left to meet the present demands. 
Offerings are insignificant and brokers are not urged to sell. 
Any cheap lots of corn are quickly picked up by those buyers 
who keep an eye on the market. During the past week 
THE TRADE was asked by a Maryland packer whether it is per- 
missable, under the Pure Food Laws, to add corn starch to 
canned corn. Wereplied that it is not. This question was 
brought up some months ago and the late Gene Dickinson, 
secretary of the Illinois Canners’ Association, was surprised to 
learn that any packer would wish to use starch in his canned 
corn. We were somewhat surprised ourselves and don’t believe 
it has ever been done in recent years. The party who ques- 
tioned us probably read that discussion, but had forgotten the 
facts. The canned food industry now bears an enviable reputa- 
tion as regards pure food, and while corn starch is pure we hope 
to see no such loop hole by which the daily press might work 
up a denouncement. 

Canned peas are in such shape that there is little to be 
said. Wethink the fact that canners are offering ‘‘soaked’’ 
canned peas is sufficient evidence of the shortage in the regular 
grades. Prices advanced heavily last week and remain the 
same at this time. It is said most of the prices on canned peas 
quoted in this week’s issue are the lowest at which canned peas 
can be bought; many holders are asking a few cents more for 
their goods. 

Canned sweet potatoes are unusually scarce and the demand 
is urgent. There are only a few No. 10 goods offered in Balti- 
more. New York and Chicago markets are quoting No. 3 cans 
at $t.25, but one Baltimore broker advised THE TRApE that he 
thought those cities would be unable to fill an order of any size. 


Spinach continues to be in demand and the supply meagre, as is 
also the case with succotash. There is a general cleanup of 
this class of canned food, probably due to the shortage in peas, 
corn and tomatoes, thus practically forcimg the consumer to eat 
something else. This shortage serves to intfoduce articles that 
would otherwise be of rather slow sale, but when the housewife 
cannot get what she wants she takes what can be had. We 
hope she will like these ‘‘trial orders’’ sufficiently well to call 
for a wider range of canned foods in the future. 

Fruits are in strong demand although apples have declined 
in price a few cents since our last report, No 10 Maryland pack- 
ing being quoted at $2.50 and No. 3 size at 80c. If this No. 3 
can were more widely advertised to the consumer and the quali- 
ty kept up to the usual good standard we think the consumption 
would be very much heavier. We think the canned apple is 
even more delicious than the home cooked, or stewed. Well 
peeled and cored canned apples when nicely processed make a 
better appearance in the dish and eat better than anything we 
know of in the fruit line, and they are cheaper than raw apples 
have been at any time during the past two or three years. 

Peaches in cans are becoming very scarce and the indica- 
tions are that the 1911 pack will be very light, too light in fact 
to meet the heavy demands. Light crops are reported from 
every section of the country and packers are anxious for the raw 
material when the price is within their reach. None have ar- 
rived in Baltimore that could be bought low enough to warrant 
canning them. 

There is nothing new to note in the line of cans and can- 
ners’ metals.

NEw York, August 9, 

The Market.—Sales during the past week of all the lead- 
ing varieties have been rather better than the week previous, 
with the possible exception of tomatoes, the market for which 
has weakened a trifle when considered as a whole. In other 
lines buyers have taken liberal quantities for the season, but 
perhaps their purchases have been relatively smaller than those 
of the preceeding month. Holders are still firm in their views 
and refuse to make concessions in their prices except occasion- 
ally when they are able by reducing quotations a bit to clean up 
their holdings. All trade interests are awaiting the coming of 
the tomato packing season and looking forward to changes in 
conditions which will result in the improvement all alung the 
line. Stocks of all varieties are light and sales of any considera- 
ble size would clean up about all many holders have. 

Tomatoes.—With nearer approach of the active packing 
season the market is assuming an easier tone, but in the absence 
of important demand for futures it is impossible to say what 
might be done. Packers continue to quote No. 3 full standards 
for shipment late this month or early in September on the basis 
of 85c. f o.b. Baltimore, while current pack, which as usual is 


of light color and inclined to be watery. is offered at 82%c. 
Baltimore, apparently attracting little attention. New York 
and vicinity seem to be buying few tomatoes of the 1911 pack, 
but Baltimore reports a good demand for them from other quar- 
ters at 87% to goc. f.o b. for No. 3 as to seller and quality. : 
Corn.—Advices from the Maryland and Middle West corn 
districts sent by brokers who have been making a personal ex- 


amination of the fields indicate that the prospects for the grow- 
ing crop are rather unfavorable. In some places the corn has 
been burnt by hot sun, following rain, and in others, particu- 
larly the West, what appears to be new kind of blight has re- 
duced the productiveness one-third. Some fields, it is reported, 
have been ravaged by worms, which have eaten into the ears. 
One of the largest western packers informs his brokers that he 
does not expect to be able to deliver more than 75 per cent. on 
his season’s contracts. Advices from up-state say that the crop 
is spotted, good in some fields and poor in others, but on the 
whole a fair yield is expected. The Maine crop promises to be 
a good one. Few packers in any section are disposed to book 
further orders for the present. 

Peas.—An active and advancing market is reported for 
French peas, which is attributed mainly to the finer grades of 
domestic packing. There is no abatement of demand for the 
home product, but the difficulty experienced by buyers is to find 
sellers, packers appearing to have little, if any surplus and job- 
bers declining to make resales. A lot of 1,000 cases State early 
June standard was said to have been sold at $1.25. 

String Beans.—Are strong but inactive. 

Spinach.—Spot southern spinach is becoming scarcer. 

California Fruits.—With a paucity of offerings at the 
higher prizes demanded by packers little business is possible 
in California fruits. Buyers, however, do not seem to be anx- 
ious to increase their holdings at present. 

Peaches.—Southern stocks of all descriptions are in a 
strong position, but, they too are quiet. There is a demand for 
Michigan No. os and it is reported that up to $2.80 f.0.b. fac- 
tory has been paid for them. 

Salmon.—There continues a firm feeling in all varieties, 
though only a limited jobbing business is in progress. Sales 
are met in a retail way only and most holders are firm in their 
views on prices. Columbia River grades are practically out of

The run of fish on the Maine Coast is reported light and 
packers have some difficulty in filling their orders. Holders in 
this market are inclined to be a trifle firmer in their views, based 
upon the recent reports from Maine which inditate a continued 
shortage. Stocks in the hands of jobbers and retailers are gen- 
erally light. Hupson. 


The canning company of Forest City, Ia., has put up 
400,000 cans of corn this season: now of course this is a lot of 
corn, but when you consider it is less than one can for every 
voter in that State, it does not seem so appalling, for even peo- 
ple who travel on light rations can’t go very far on one can 
of corn.

At a special meeting of the Canned Goods Exchange of 
Baltimore, Thursday, July 27th, to consider the printing of net 
weights on labels to conform with the new Florida ood. Laws,

‘‘Contents 8 oz. or over.’’ 

On No. 1% cans for Fruits and Vegetables, the words 
‘-Contents 12 oz. or over.”’ 

On No. 2 cans for Fruits and Vegetables, the words, ‘‘Con- 
tents 18 oz or over.’’ 

On No. 3 cans for Fruits and Vegetables, the words, ‘‘Con- 
teats 29 oz. or over.’’ 

On No. 10 cans for Fruits and Vegetables, the words, ‘‘Con- 
tents 95 0z..or over.’’ 

Another motion was carried recommendlng that on Cove 
Oysters the weights to be printed on the labels shall correspond 
with the weights as sold by, or in other words; for example, 
No. 1 cans of 5 oz. Oysters, the words to be printed on the la- 
bel shall be ‘‘Contents 5 oz.’’

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Race Question Again. 


Under the above heading the Japan Times of July 17 publishes the fol- 
lowing article:— 

In view of the great importance placed by ex-President Roosevelt on 
the heredity of mental qualities as shown in his recent article on ‘“‘Race 
Decay’’, the letter of our correspondent, ‘“‘Naniwa,’’ found in another col- 
umn makes interesting reading. He says, that we think with good reason, 
that there is a difference between the heredity of physical qualities and that 
of mental characteristics; that though the fact of inheritance of parental 
physical qualities by children does not admit of any doubt, the same can 
not be said of mental characteristics. While there are numerous examples 
of distinguished families producing famous men, such as Alexander, Caesar, 
Pitt, Yoritomo, there are just as many, if not more, cases of obscure fami- 
lies producing great men. Names of Aristotle, Napoleon, Shakespeare, 
Lincoln, Hideyoshi, Prince Ito, would occur to any one at once. Nor have 
these men, with very few exceptions. left descendants of brilliant abilities. 
While it may seem therefore that the theory of latent heredity sufficiently 
accounts for these facts, it may be claimed, on the other hand, that the pro- 
duction of distinguished men by distinguished families was due as much to 
family tradition and influence as to heridity. Let us now quote what 
‘‘Naniwa’”’ says further on:— 


‘‘As long as the strength of the organization of the community is main- 
tained, then, it matters little whether the mental characteristics of indivi- 
duals are inherited or not. But there is of course the danger of a possibility 
of too sudden a change in the personnel of the community to sustain the 
former strength of its organization. In so far therefore, as Mr. Roosevelt 
warns against this danger, he is in the right. But the moment he begins 
to deprecate the extinction or decrease of the ‘“‘upper stratum of society,”’ 
he seems to be exaggerating not the importance of the leadership in the com- 
munity, for the benefit of such leadership cannot be exaggerated, but the 
future generations of the upper stratum of society, for the sons of the pres- 
ent leaders will not necessarily, if not as a rule, be the leaders of the next 
generation.” 


We hope, however, that Mr. Roosevelt’s warning against “‘race suicide’’ 
will be effective in arousing the dormant conscience of the native Americans, 
so that they will begin to multiply at the rate with which they multiplied 
in the time of Lincoln; fifty years ago. But what if, as Mr. Beale believes, 
all efforts, even the strenuous and fierce agitation of Mr. Roosevelt should 
prove a failure? How would that effect the future of America? We be- 


lieve the result will be immaterial, and the great republic keep on maintain 
ing its prestige, providing all the earnest educating efforts made by the 
school-room, the pulpit and the press are kept up. The descendants of im- 
migrants, if well trained, will become just as good <citjzens and patriots as 
those of the original stock, for God is no respecter of persons. The very 
foundation of American democracy, it seems to us, is unswerving aith in 
human nature, irrespective of race or descent. The moment that faith is 
diminished or lost sight of, and undue importance placed on ancestry and 
genealogy, there is backsliding from the cardinal faith as enshrined in the 
Declaration of Independence. The writer of the present article remembers 
an experience he had many years ago in a New York hotel. One day as he 
was having a “‘shine,’’ the shoe-black, a great big Irishman, looked up in 
his face, and asked if he knew the cause of the greatness of America. Then 
the man most seriously told him that the Republic owed its greatness to 
the presence within its fold of the best elements of all people and races from 
all over the world. We are not quite sure this shoe-black’s explanation, 
if somewhat exaggerated, did not really hit the bull’s-eye on the target. 
Are not the many-sidedness, the immense fullness and youthful vigor of the 
life of the Republic to be largely attributed to the great variety of ancestry 
and social associations from which her leading men arise? 


Let us go a step further and inquire, what if there are found 50,000, or 
say 100,000 Japanese in the midst of 80,000,000 white population of the 
United States ? Has the great Republic lost her assimilating power when 
brought in contact with the Japanese}? It is argued by some that Japanese 
will not make good citizens of America even in the third generation. How 
do they know? There does not yet exist even the second generation of 
Japanese in America to experiment upon. It is pure imagination—all this 
talk of the impossibility of assimilating the Japanese. The Republic has 
not yet given the problem a chance, and there is as yet no time and no data 
for drawing a conclusion one way er the other. For ourselves we do not 
believe that our people if naturalized will not make loyal subjects of the 
Republic or that America has reached the limit of her assimilating 
power.—Japan-American Commercial Weekly.

According to a press dispatch from New York City, the 
®lame for the recent attack upon Dr. Harvey W. Wiley, it is 
said, is to béplaced upon tHe shoulders of Vice-President Sher- 
man. A shipment of canned peas made by the New Hartford 
Canning Company, to Boston, was inspected by government 
food inspectors there, with the result that the cans were declared 
short weight.

Coast News Notes.—Under date of July 29th the San Jose 
Grange of San Jose, Cal., announced fresh fruit prices in the 
Santa Clara Valley as follows for cannery use: freestone peaches, 
$37.50 a ton; clings, $50 to $60 a ton; Bartlett pears, $60 a ton. 
The apricot market is unsettled owing to the fact that canners 
are refusing to pay the prices demanded by growers. Some 
stock is being secured at $40 a ton but many growers are pre- 
paring to dry their crops claiming that better returns can be 
secured. 

The Chico canuery of the California Fruit Canners’ Asso- 
ciation will not be operated this season, owing to the difficulty 
in securing help and the added fact that the cropislight. Many 
peaches will be shipped from this point to other canneries of the 
Association according to manager F. Cady.

Large quantities of 
fruit will be sent to this cannery from Fresno, Selma, Tulare 
and Hanford where some of the best fruit in the State is grown. 
Pears will be brought in from the river district and it is antici- 
pated that the pack will be equal to that of last season. 

At the annual meeting of the Merchants Exchange Joseph 
Durney of the Griffith- Durney Co., was again elected to the 
directorate. 

The Central California Canneries is reported to be investi- 
gating the proposition of erecting a canning plant near Eureka 
to handle fruits and berries. 

Salmon.— With the salmon run setting in late in Western 
Alaska the outlook is for a light pack in that section but the 
Southeastern Alaska canneries are putting up a very large pack. 
The Funter Bay cannery has already put up more than 60,000 
cases and the season is not half over. Last year the pack there 
was 80,000 cases but this year will be at least 125,000, accord- 
ing to present expectations. The Excursion Inlet cannery is 
meeting with similar success as are the other canneries in this 
section. 

The salmon fishing season on the Columbia River is proving 
to be a highly successful one and the pack is expected to be the 
largest in the past 20 years. At the present time it is larger 
than the pack of last year and will probably be 75 per cent. 
greater by the end of the season. 

Humpback salmon are being taken in large numbers near 
Bellingham, Wash., and the Pacific-American Fisheries are put- 
ting up a large pack. Thisfish does not usually make its appear- 
ance before the middle of August. High tides have been ex- 
perienced of late and many traps have been washed away re- 
sulting in a lighter sockeye catch than was anticipated. The 
run of this fish is now at its height and the season will close on 
August 25th. 

The salmon cannery at Requa, Cal., by Dr. Hogan and as- 
sociates of Los Angeles, and the Tallant cannery at the same 
place have commenced operations for the season.

The Following Opinions from Large Handlers of Canned 
Foods, as Regards Selling and Buying, will be 
Found Interesting to All Concerned. 


Tomatoes. 


Thos. G. Cranwell & Co., August 5:— 


Futures are getting most of the attention just at present. We are 
having quite a good inquiry and demand from various sections. Have suc- 
ceeded in picking up a lot here and there at 824%c., though we have found 
it difficult. The general idea is 85c. per dozen strong and not very many 
sellers at any price. Crop conditions are reported very irregular. Some 
sections of the Maryland Peninsula, from all accounts, are in very bad 
shape, and if the present outlook is realized later on, it will mean a heavy 
cut in that particular locality. Other sections such as Harford County 
and Anne Arundel County are reported in pretty good shape and under 
favorable circumstances from now on, should have a very good crop. 

A few tomatoes are being packed in Baltimore this week. The raw 
material has been bringing exceedingly high prices, but market on the spot 
article has shown a tendency to ease off somewhat. 


Thos. ]. Meehan & Co., August 5:— 


Favorable weather conditions for the tomato crop prevailed again this 
week, and the long drouth was broken at last in those sections of Maryland 
and Delaware where rain was needed most. The growers and canners cer- 
tainly had a bad case of blues because of the very unfavorable crop condi- 
tions and bad outlook generally for tomatoes, and many of them still feel 
that they are not yet safely out of the woods. Whatever their feelings, 
the crop is now more likely to reach normal conditions should nothing un- 
toward occur during August and September to cause a set-back. Maybe 
we will be regaled from now on with reports of scald, cut-worms, and the 
dozen and one other maladies peculiar to the crop, not to mention early 
frost, more drouth, etc. Probably the strongest support to the market 
prices will be the fact that the canners, tempted by the unusually high 
prices prevailing during the last two months, sold for future delivery a 
much larger percent. of their factory capacity than ordinary business pru- 


dence would justify. The country canners have developed the gambling 
instinct to a remarkable degree in recent years, and, like their city cousins, 
are willing and ready to take a chance. Spot tomatoes continue active and 
they are being widely distributed, because they are actually needed by 
those jobbers who have been pursuing the policy of buying them only from 
hand to mouth, and that character of buying may be depended upon te 
continue until the tomatoes contracted for season’s delivery are ready for 
shipment, say in September. Up to this time only the Baltimore canners 
have been able to pack auy tomatoes for prompt shipment, and it will be 
about ten days to two weeks longer before the country canneries can start 
up, for the reason that their local crop will not be fit and ready any sooner. 


Wm, Silver & Co., August 3:— 
Spot tomatoes are so nearly cleaned up that the few offerings left cut 


but little ice, and as there are so few to fill the gap, 90c. for 3s is the best 
that can be done for goods of strictly standard quality. 


Some early packing is being offered at 874c. for good standard, 85c. for 
fair standards and 82%c. for seconds—all No. 3s. ‘‘You pays your money 
and takes your choice.”’ 

A trip this week through a portion of the most belated territory on 
tomatoes revealed the fact that conditions had greatly improved within the 
last two weeks, but the prospects for the beginning of packing in these sec- 
tions are very late—practically nothing to be expected before September. 
The plants look healthy, the color is good, but they are as yet far from the 
time of fruiting. A little rain in some sections would be most helpful; other 
sections have had a little too much. An early frost would be most disas- 
trous on account of the retarded conditions, but with normal conditions it 
might be said that tomatoes are ‘“‘rounding to,’’ but are subject to the ills 
and ailments of this illusive crop. 


Smith-Webster Co., August 5:— 


The market for futures remains unchanged. There is a steady demand 
at 85c. and 65c. Packers are not disposed to make concessions, and no one 
is pressing to sell. Packing is about to begin, although there will be no 
steady running, and few standard goods will be packed until the last week 
in August. 

Spot tomatoes are moving steadily in small lots. Buyers are .in the 
market for only their immediate requirements, hoping to secure new packed 
goods shortly. Some of them will be disappointed as it will be impossible 
to make satisfactory deliveries of future orders until the first or second week 
in September.

There has been no radical change in the tomato market during the past 
week, both packers and jobbers being content to rest on their oars and 
await further developments. The continued rains, followed by a hot sun, 
has had an unfavorable effect on tomatoes in this section, and the crop is 
not looking as well as it did two or three weeks ago. This especially ap- 
plies to Harford County. In other sections not enough rain is the report. 


A few early tomatoes have been packed during the week in Baltimore, 
but it is needless to say they do not grade up with the regular later pack, 
being more or less soft and light in color. These new packed goods are 
being offered from 8734 to 92%c. f.o.b. Baltimore, for immediate shipment. 


Few tomatoes of last year’s pack remain unsold. We quote these as 
follows: 2s, 70 to 72%c., 3s, 90 to 92%c. and 10s, $2.90 f.0.b. factory. 


Corn. 
Thos. G. Cranwell © Co.:— 


‘One of our packers is working on a little whole grain corn and can take 
care of orders for immediate shipment at 75c. per dozen, Baltimore, for lots 
of 100 cases or over, and 77%c. per dozen for smaller lots. 

Future standard Maine style sugar corn is quoted at 70c. per dozen, 
Maryland factory. 


Wm. Silver & Co.:— 


Spot and future corn are’ now closely allied. Of the former there is 
practically nothing to offer; of the latter packing is just beginning. 

In passing through one of the largest corn areas on the Peninsula, it 
developed that there would be from one-third to half a crop; other sections 
report more favorable conditions. A few plants were just beginning opera- 
tions on corn grown from early seed; others expect to start from the 7th to 
the 15th of the month, after which packing will be at full swing probably 
to the end. 


In the drouth stricken sections the crop will altogether depend upon 
weather conditions. The rain has fallen in spots. A gentle and general 
rain is much needed. Some sections are reporting that they have not had a 
mud rain since April 5, and from actual experience, their fields resemble a 
much traveled country road bed. You can imagine that the packers in 
these sections are affected with the blues. 

Other sections, where the early rains have fallen and the early crop 
looks well, may have their turn at the dry spell and the late crop may not 
augur so favorable. 


With the three leading staples better cleaned up than for a number of 
years, indications are for good prices along all lines, but just what will be 
the end will be determined largely by the season. 


P. Strasbaugh:— 


Whole grain Shoe Peg and southern packed Maine Style of last year’s 
pack about cleaned up. We can still pick up a few small lots of Shoe Peg 
at from 80 to 87c. according to quality. 


The future corn market continues strong, with few offerings at 70 to 
72%c. for southern packed Maine Style, in fact the crop condition in this 
section has caused more of the large packers to withdraw from the market 
until actual packing season begins and they have their future orders filled. 
The same applies to Shoe Peg. 


Sundry Articles. 
Thos. J. Meehan & Co.:— 


Peas.—Remarkable to relate, the Baltimore pack of seconds and stand- 
ard peas are all sold out, a thing that has not occurred in the month of 
July in very many years. The scarcity of green peas has caused a large 
increase in the demand for soaked peas for the first time in a number of 
years. Asa matter of fact, a number of articles that seldom fluctuate in 
prices are showing increased activity, with an upward tendency, the feature 
this week being an advance in sauer kraut, on account of light supplies, 
and reports of small crop of cabbage. String beans continue strong, and 
spot spinach is becoming scarcer. Future spinach is also among the strong 
items, and so are future sweet potatoes. 


There is not an article in the line of new canned fruits that is not firm, 
and some of them are getting to be quite scarce. The stocks of pineapples, 
for instance, are remarkably small here, and pears will be sold out before 
the fall crop is ready, though some few summer pears will be packed when 
obtainable. The stocks of berries of all kinds, as well as cherries, are small 
and any fair size buying orders will cause higher prices. Note the large 
advance this week in No. 10 blackberries $1.25 dozen over the previous 
week. The arrivals of fresh peaches this week were very light, and they 
sold at fancy prices. None of the canners will make prices on them except- 
ing from day to day, and for very small quantities.- It is now time to leok 
after Cove oysters for fall delivery. Spot Cove oysters are firm and quiet. 


Thos. G. Cranwell & Co.:— 


Peas.—Only a few remnants left. We quote sifted Early June peas at 
$1.30 per dozen.

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Soaked Peas.—The clean up on green peas has strongly stimulated buy- 
ing of soaked peas. 

Pineapples.—Baltimore pineapple has been going out unusually well 
this year and there are not many left. 

Pears and spinach are showing a steady upward tendency. 

Berries. —Stocks are extremely light. 


Wisconsin Peas. 
Frank T. Stare Co., August 7:— 

Buyers all over the country are up against a serious proposition te fill 
their requirements for a 10c. pea. It is impossible for them to buy standard 
early Junes or standard Telephones which are usually used for that purpose 
under $1.00 to $1.10 f.o.b. factory at the present time. 

As a matter of fact, there are mighty few in existence and they are 
hard to get at any price. In view of this condition, one or two of our 
packers have been considering the advisability of packing some soaked peas 
and have concluded to pack a limited quantity on orders. 

These Alaska soaks are really a very decent article. They are in our 
opinion a whole lot more palatable than some Alaska peas that have not 
been soaked. 

The soaked field peas of course are the ordinary proposition with 
which you are probably more or less familiar. The available stock of dry 
Alaska peas is very limited and the price unusually high.

CROP PROSPECTS. 


How the weather Conditions have effected Corn and Tomatoes 
and what the packs are likely to amount to, in the 
opinion of various readers of The Trade. 


The following Government weather report for the week 
ending August 7th will be found interesting :— 

A continuation of cool weather over the interior portions of the country 
with beneficial rains in districts where most needed, marked the weather of 
the week in the districts east of the Rocky Mountains. 

Good rains occurred in nearly all portions of the principal corn grow- 
ing States, greatly relieving the needs of that cereal for more moisture at a 
critical period of its growth. More rain is still needed, however, in portions 
of West Virginia, Ohio, eastern Missouri and locally in other States. 

Partly cloudy, rainy, and cool weather prevailed in the spring wheat 
growing States, interfering somewhat.with harvesting, but it was generally 
favorable for late vegetation. 

In the cotton-growing States the weather was mostly favorable. Good 
rains occurred over North Carolina and portions of South Carolina, greatly 
relieving one of the most severe droughts ever known in portions of those 
States. Showers occurred over the remainder of the cotton belt east of the 
Mississippi, being quite heavy over the northern portions and too frequent 
in portions of Alabama, where drier weather and sunshine are generally 
needed. 


In the cotton-growing States west of the Mississippi the weather was 
mostly favorable in Louisiana, Arkansas, and Oklahoma, and local showers 
occurred in northern and eastern Texas, but over the central and southern 
portions of that State there was practically no rain, and at the end of the 
week high temperatures were again prevailing. 

Over the Atlantic coast States, from Virginia northward, favorable 
temperatures prevailed and the severe drought over Virginia and portions 
of Maryland was very generally relieved. Good showers occurred over 
much of Pennsylvania and the western and northern portions of New York, 
but over the eastern portions of that State and in New England there was 
little or no rain. 

West of the Rocky mountains the week was generally cool and, except 
over the extreme northern portions, no appreciable rainfall occurred al- 
though there was considerable cloudiness over the coast States. The wea-

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ther was generally favorable, however; for the development and ripening of 
fruit, and water for irrigation continued plentiful. 


A severe wind and rain storm occurred on the afternoon of July 31, at 
Abilene, Texas, and sourrounding districts, causing some loss of life and 
the destruction of a large amount of property. 

A prominent firm of Salisbury, Md., writes us under date 
of the 5th: 


‘*While rains have been very general the past week, yet the 
damage to the tomato crop has already occurred. The acreage 
is all cut to pieces, two-thirds of the crop is extremely late, and 
the forward patches do not seem to have many tomatoes on them. 
Personally we agree with The Trade as to the future prices on 
tomatoes and we look to see them very, very much higher with- 
in the next six months, although we believe it will be best for 
the average packer if he does not set his heart on too high a 
price, as the temptation to put up slack-filled cans will be more 
than he can resist—we are afraid. However, the canners who 
pack good goods and have the nerve to stay out of the market 
for some time to come will certainly receive much higher prices 
for their canned tomatoes. This is our opinion after a thorough 
study of. the situation on the Peninsula, which we well know is 
the center of the canning industry for tomatoes.’’ 


Report from Harford County, Md., says tomatoes and 
corn will be ready for active packing about the 15th of this 
month, and that the acreage in that county is 20 per cent. heav- 
ier than in recent years. However, the vines are generally of a 
good, strong growth but lightly fruited, this probably being due 
to the heavy foliage. Growers are asking 25c. per bu. for to- 
matoes and $11 to $12 per ton for corn. One canner has dis- 
continued the business. 

The Canton Canning Co., of Canton, 0., say operations 
will begin between the 15th and 20th of this month, that the 
acreage of tomatoes is 10 per cent. larger than usual and that 
crop prospects are fair at this time, August 7th. Growers are 


asking $10 per ton for tomatoes and get as high as 8 tons to the 
acre. 


Kennard Canning Co., Kennard, Ind., under date of the 
3rd report good prospects for a crop of tomatoes and pumpkin, 
but with 15 per cent. less acreage than in recent years. Grow- 
ers ask $8.50 per ton for tomatoes and average seven tons per 
acre. 


A report from Utah, August rst, says the crop of tomatoes 
will probably reach 75 to 80 per cent. of an average, while peas 
were only 65 per cent. of acrop. Growers ask $10 a ton for to- 
matoes, getting seven tons to the acre and about 1% tons of 
peas to the acre. Beans, peaches, pears, plums, pumpkin, cat- 
sup and pork and beans are also packed there. 

A report from Hoult, West Va., from a party operating a 
large fruit and truck farm, under date of the 4th, states that 
tomatoes are the principal pack, while some beans are handled. 
Growers get 25 to 30c. per bushel of 60 lbs., averaging 200 to 250 
bushels per acre. Crop prospects at that writing were very poor, 
the severe drouth having injured the plants almost beyond re- 
pair. One factory has closed its doors. 

She Canadian crops are of more interest than usual this year 
and we quote from the Canadian Grocer of latest issue:— 

Reports during the past week would seem to indicate that the cool wea- 
ther has kept back the growth of tomatoes in Prince Edward Island county. 

This does not mean that the crop in that district of big tomato yields 
is to be a failure, for if warmer weather comes the total output should be 
well up to the average. The sun has been beating down with increased 
strength upon the province of Ontario generally during the week which is 
just closing, and it is quite probable that the vines will have taken on add- 
ed strength because of that fact. It is sincerely to be hoped that this is so. 

In the same district, the reports continue, peas and berries are short. 
No figures are as yet available to show the probable gatherings. 

A correspondent in Nova Scotia sends word that canned’ peas and beans 
will probably go to the trade there at one dollar per dozen. The Maritime 
wholesalers, he declares, fear a considerable shortage and are anticipating 
higher prices.

22 THE TRADE. 


The intense heat of the early days of July worked havoc with the berry 
crops, and the days of chill following one another towards the close of the 
same month spelled depreciation for the vine crops, which thrive in light 
soils, and which are absolutely dependent upon heat. It would almost 
seem as if the weather had been arranged with a special view to the dis- 
comfiture of the fruit and vegetable growers. 


There appears to be a relentless nemesis pursuing the Canadian apple 
crop, the Ontario part of it particularly. Last year there was a shortage in 
yield, as every dealer will remember, so very marked that the fruit was lit- 
erally worth its weight in gold. There were not enough to goround. This 
season, when the country was resting under the impression that the output, 
while not as large as it might have been, would be considerably greater than 
last year, storms and hurricanes have ravaged the country and the prospec- 
tive yield has been greatly reduced thereby. 

Reports have been coming to the Canadian Grocer which go to show 
that the damage wrought during the blows of last week was greater than 
originally feared. It is now taken for granted that 30 per cent. of the 
Greening, half that percentage of Baldwins, and about 40 per cent. of the 
fall varieties of apples in Ontario, as a whole, have been wiped out. Both 
Bartlett. and Duchess pears have also suffered severely. 

In Simcoe and in Brant close upon one-third of the expected yield of 
the green varieties of apples have been ruined. In Lambton county, the 
apples to the extent of almost 20 per cent. were blown off the trees, but in 
that county, according to report, the damage to plums and pears will not 
be so marked. The Niagara district also suffered but not to such an extent 
as other sections of the province already mentioned. 


Canned Pollock. 


Canned Pollock is the latest Maine industry, the Eastport 
‘Sentinel’ says. Factory No. 2 of the Seacoast Canning Co., 
is the scene of a new process which promises to give employ- 
ment to a number of people. Under the supervision of John 
Anderson, a veteran sardine canner, large quantities of pollock 
are being packed in round cans, and it is expected a ready mar- 
ket will be found for this new form of sex product —FisHING 
GAZETTE. 


How to Disinfect. 


The work of keeping fresh, pure airiinside as well as out- 
side the factory buildings, isa matter of more importance to 
every canner in business than is generally supposed. Your 
neighbors will pass judgment, and a good or bad word as the 
case may be, according to the condition in which they find your 
factory. 


THE TRADE suggests three rules to follow. First, keep 
clean in every department; be sure that your vines are properly 
stacked; have your waste product carried to a distance from the 
factory and placed in a proper receptacle. Second, drain. 
Have some system of drainage, if no more than a small trench, 
carrying all surplus juice, peelings, etc., away from the actual 
work and off the floors. Third, use a dry powder disinfectant 
that is non-poisonous. The advantages of the dry powder over 
a liquid are obvious; the dry powder tends to dry up, whereas 
the liquid makes a damp place wet. The dry powder has about 
seven times the strength of liquid and is much cheaper, being 
only a few cents per pound in bulk. The best results will be 
had when powder is sprinkled lightly, as it is the combined 
action of the disinfectant and air that does the work. 

The vile odors arising from decayed vegetable matter should 
not be allowed to go unchecked by canners, neither inside nor 
outside the factory; nor should the health of employees and the 
good opinion of neighbors be forgotten. We are aware that 
many of the canners have not forgotten this little matter in con- 
nection with their business, but this reminder is given for the 
benefit of those who may have been too busy to remember all 
these details, and THE TRADE will be pleased to advise any of 
its subscribers as to the address of reliable manufacturers of dry 
powder disinfectants, or how to meet any specially bad condi- 
tion along this line.

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Olive-Crop Prospects. 
Spain. 


[from Consul Charles S. Winans, Seville.] 


The condition of the new olives continues satisfactory, 
though in some regions it is not all that could be desired. In 
the Cordoba district the trees blossomed well, and although the 
fruit is somewhat backward for this time of the year, the weath- 
er conditions are favorable for full development. In the dis- 
trict to the southwest of Seville the queen olives appear very 
abundant and the manzanillas fairly so. The trees bearing 
olives used for oil blossomed well but nearly all the blossoms fell 
off, owing, it is believed, to some disease. 

In the Marchena district to the east of Seville all three 
classes of olives are abundant, although the manzanillas are not 
so plentiful as the other two. There is every indication that 
the coming crop will be very large and of excellent quality. 


{From Consul Percival Gassett, Jerez de la Frontera. ] 


An extraordinarily large crop of olives was expected for 
1911, but continuously wet and cool weather brought on mists, 
causing a disease which covers the leaves and fruit of the tree 
with a viscous moisture. In consequence, there is a heavy and 
in many cases a complete loss of the crop in this district. 


Syria. 


{from Consul Jesse B. Jackson, Aleppo. ] 


Since the report from this consulate stating that most if not 
all of the olive trees in the consular district of Aleppo were 
ruined by the excessive winter weather, the trees have leafed 
out in nearly all cases, though some 30 days later than usual. 
There will be no crop whatever this year, and it is thought that 


the trees will bear nothing at all, or at best only a partial crop 
for two or three years to come. Considerable pruning is re- 
quired to remove the excess of dead branches that have been 
killed by the frost, but as the roots are uninjured, it is estimated 
that the trees will eventully be in a thrifty condition. 


An increased area of cotton has been planted. It was feared 
that the locusts would appear to devour the crop of cotton, as 
well as cereals, as they had annually since 1908, but, although 
the insects hatched in great numbers early in the spring, they 
soon vanished. About the normal crop of sesame seed has been 
sown, with a fairly good outlook, though there has been less 
rainfall this season than for several years past at this time of the 
year, and the earth is slightly drier than ordinarily. 


{From Consul William Coffin, Jerusalem.] 


Every indication points to an excellent olive crop this sea- 
son. 

The trees in this district, as well as throughout northern 
Palistine, are heavily laden with blossoms, and if they are not 
injured by extreme heat, which sometimes occurs, a fine crop is 
assurred. 

The consular agent at Jaffa reports favorable predictions for 
this year’s crop of sesame, to be harvested next September. 
With favorable weather the crop will amount to 4,500,000 pounds. 


Pennington on Apples. 


Evansville, Ind.., July 21.—Last year we had a total failure 
of the apple crop in this section, and this year we had about 10 
per cent of last year’s crop. It seems that, taking the country 
as a whole, there will be plenty of apples to go around, possibly 
a good many more than last year.—R. H Pennington & Co.

EXPORTS OF IRON AND STEEL. 


An increase of over 51 million dollars in the exports of iron 
and steel manufactures and a decrease of over 4 million dollars 
in the imports of this class of merchandise are striking charac- 
teristics of the foreign commerce of the United States in the fis- 
cal year just ended. Iron and steel manufactures exported ag- 
gregated $230,725,351 in value, against $179,133,186 in 1910 and 
$183,982,182 in the former high record year, 1908. 

The exports of iron and steel manufactures in the fiscal year 
IQII were $51,592,165 in excess of those of the preceding year 
and $46,743,169 in excess of the highest record ever made prior 
to 1911. Ten years ago, in 1901, the exports of iron and steel 
manufactures amounted to but 117 million dollars; twenty years 
ago, 29 million; and 30 years ago, 16% million, speaking in 
round terms. The chief growth has occurred in the last dozen 
years, the total having never touched the $100,000,000 line prior 


to 1900, in which it was 122 million dollars. By 1905 it had 
risen to 135 million; by 1908, to 184 million; and in 1911, as al- 
ready indicated, the total was 231 million. 

This growth of 51 million dollars in the fiscal year 1911, a 
growth which far exceeds that of any year, was distributed 
among nearly all the important classes of iron and steel export- 
ed. Exports of metal-working machinery, for example, ad- 
vanced from a little less than 6 million dollars in 1910 to 9% 
millions in 1911; sewing machines, from 734 million to 9 million 
dollars; machinery as a whole, from 80 million to 104% million 
dollars; wire, from 8% to over 10 million dollors; structural 
iron and steel, from 534 millions to 8%3 million dollars; build- 
ers’ hardware and tools, from 14 million to 17 million; electrical 
machinery, from 6 miliion to 8 million; locomotives from 2% 
million to practically 4 million dollars; typewriters, from 84 
million to 934 million; pipes and fittings, from 934 million to 
10% million dollars; and bars or rods of steel, from 4% million 
to 5 million dollars. 

Nor can it be assumed that this remarkable increase in total 
value of iron and steel manufactures exported is due to higher 
prices, since a large share of the staple products of iron and 
steel show in 1911 a price level materially lower than that of 
10 or 20 years ago. Of wire, for example, the annual average 
export price has fallen from 34 cts. per pound in 1891, to 
2.5 cts. per pound in 1go1, and 2.3 cts. per pound in 1911; of 
cut nails, from 2.4 cts. per pound in 1891 to 2.3 cts. per pound 
in 1901, and 1.9 cts. in 1911; and of bar iron, from 4c. per 
pound in 1891 to 1.7 cts. in 1901 and 1911. The downward 
tendency which has chara>terized iron and steel prices during 
the last decade was still in progress up to June of the present 
year, the latest month for which figures are available. Pig iron, 
the basis of the more highly finished articles forming 
the bulk of the export trade in iron and steel ranged downward 
in price from $16.51 per ton in June rgro, to $15.10 in June of 
the present year; billets, ingots, and blooms of steel, which re- 
present a higher class of material used in producing the finished 
product, from $27.72 per ton in June, 1910, to $22.13 in June, 
1911; structural iron and steel, from $49.76 per ton in June, 
Ig10, to $44.63 in June, 1911; steel rails, from $29.04 in June, 
1910, to $28.55 in June, 1911; and wire from 2.4 cts. per pound in 
June of last year to 2.3 cts. in June of the present year. 

One remarkable feature of the iron and steel export trade 
is the fact that tin and terne plates show in 1911 ‘exports to the 
value of $2,489, 094, against $912,171 in 1910, the quantity ex- 
ported in 1911 being 70,199,298 pounds, against 26,168,315 
pounds in the preceding year. This record of 70 million pounds 
exported in 1911 is more than twice as great as in the former 
high record year, 1908, when the total was 334 million pounds; 
is 9 times as great as in 1904 and 50 times as great as in Igor, 
when tin plate exports first exceeded 1 million pounds. 


All the world takes American manufactures of iron and 
steel; Canada, Mexico, the West Indies, South and Central 
America, the United Kingdom, France, Netherlands, Germany, 
Asia, Africa, and distant islands on the opposite side of the 
globe are purchasers of the various articles of iron and steel, 
ranging from structural iron and steel and machinery to more 
delicately adjusted classes, such as cash registers, adding 


_machines, firearms and engines.

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Exports of Manufactures and Farm Products. 


{Announcement of Bureau of Statistics, Department of Commerce and Labor.] 


The farmer and the manufacturers shared about equally in 
the remarkable growth in exports which characterized the fiscal 
year just ended. The total increase in exports was 304 million 
dollars, when compared with the immediately preceding year, 
being a larger gain than ever before shown in a single year of 
our export trade. Of this gain of 304 million dollars, manufac- 
tures as a whole supplied 140 million dollars, cotton about 135 
millions, meat and dairy products about 19 millions, corn ap- 
proximately 10 millions, food animals 1% millions, flour about 
2% millions, while wheat shows a marked decline. 


Cotton is king in the exports of products of agriculture, the 
value exported during the year being 585 million dollars, by far 
the largest total ever shown in tle cotton export trade, against 
450 millions in 1910 and 481 millions in 1907, the former high 
record year. Meat and dairy products show a total of approxi- 
mately 150 million dollars, against 131 millions last year, but 
materially less than in certain earlier years in which the total 
ranged as high as 202 million dollars, (in 1907) and 211 millions 
(in 1906). Food animals show a total of 13 million dollars, 
against a little less than 12 millions last year, but much below 
the figures of earlier years, the total figures of food animals ex- 
ceeding 43 million dollars in the high record year 1906. Flour 
amounted to approximately 50 million dollars in value, against 
47% millions last year, but much less than in certain earlie 
years, the high record in flour exports in 1893 showing a total 
of approximately 7534 million dollars. 

One peculiar feature of the cotton export trade is found in 
the fact that, although the value exceeded by more than 100 
million dollars that of any earlier year, the quantity exported 
was less than in several years. The quantity of cotton export- 


ed in the fiscal year 1911 was about 4,029 million pounds, against 
4,448 million pounds in 1909 and 4,518 million pounds in 1907; 
yet the value in 1911 was 585 million dollars, against 417% mil- 
lion dollars in 1909 and 481 millions in 1907. 

In manufactures the increase in the group ‘‘Manufactures 
ready for consumption’’ is about 100 million dollars, and in the 
group ‘‘Manufactures for further use in manufacturing’’ the in- 
crease is approximately 40 million dollars; these figures being 
subject to slight revision, since the full returns for the closing 
month of the year have not yet reached the Bureau of Statistics of 
the Department of Commerce and Labor, from whose returns the 
accompanying statements are compiled. 

The increase in manufactures is apparent in a large number 
of articles. Agricultural implements, asa whole, show an in- 
crease of about 8 million dollars; mowers and reapers alone, 
about 5 million dollars; plows and cultivators, about 234 millions; 
pig copper about 15 millions; lumber about 5 millions; iron and 
steel manufactures; as a whole, an increase of about 47 million 
dollars, while-the details of iron and steel show for sheets and 
plates about 4 million dollars’ increase; structural iron and steel, 
about 3 millions; metal-working machinery, about 5 millions; 
wire, about 2 millions; electrical machinery, about 2 millions; 
mining machinery nearly 2 millions; locomotives, over a million; 
traction engines more than a million; while in other articles not 
classed under the general title of iron and steel manufactures, 
automobiles show a gain of about 3 million dollars; railway cars, 
about 4 millions; electrical appliances, about 2 millions; and 
napthas, about 3 millions.

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Prospects for Canning Season. 
Better Than Other Years in Quality and Output. 


According to competent authority, the canning industry in 
Baltimore and the State of Maryland is expected this season to 
eclipse that of last year in both quality and output. While 
early fruits and vegetables have been short, owing to the drouth, 
packers generally all over the State take an optimistic view of 
the situation owing to the late crops being more promising. 

The season began quietly with a shortage in the small berry 
crops, but as the season progresses the crops show a decided 
improvement and the demand for Baltimore canned foods became 
more general. Nearly every article packed has found a ready 
market. The late crop of tomatoes and pears, augmented by a 
good prospect in the oyster trade, gives a rosy hue to the out- 
look and the possibilities are bright. 

Mr. Thomas J. Meehan, a well-known canned food broker, 
in discussing the situation recently, said:— 


This has been a remarkable season in the canning business all the way 
through, from the opening of the spring packing season for strawberries 
and peas, including small fruits of all kinds. The new crop of vegetables 
peas and string beans, that have matured up to the present, have been of 
an exceptional fine quality and met expectations. 

From now on the canneries will be busy packing tomatoes, corn, apples 
and pears, which from reports show an abundant crop. Packers are also 
looking to the new crop of peaches which, unfortunately, is extremely 
scarce at this time, and the cost being too high for canning purposes, the 
indications are that the greater portion of fresh fruit will be bought by 
shippers for distribution throughout the country. At the present high cost 
packers can ill afford to stock up with the canned article at such high basis 
of cost, even if they could get sufficient fruit to justify starting up their 
canneries on that article. 

The canning season for the new crop of tomatoes is now on and jobbers 
all over the country are showing their appreciation of the choice quality 
this season by the large orders which they are sending to this market daily 
for both prompt shipments and future delivery at full list prices. 


The jobbers have cleaned up thoroughly their stocks of 1910 pack of 
tomatoes and they are therefore in a position to take the new pack of toma- 
toes as fast as it can be delivered. The outlook for the tomato business 
during the coming fall and néxt winter appefirs to be excellent in all direc- 
tions. The same may apply to canned corn, for which there has been a 
remarkable demand in,all markets throughout the country*from the ‘Atlantic 
to the Pacific Coast. 

After the season for canning the above mentioned articles the season 
for the packing of Cove oysters will have opened, say October next, by 
which time other goods will have been sold out and delivered. It is a 
remarkable conditidn of affairs concerning the situation respecting canned 
peas. The crop has been exceptionally fine and tender and the demand 
active. I may add in conclusion that Maryland still maintains her lead as 
the headquarters of the canning industry, and the fine reputation of Balti- 
more canned foods is universally known throughout the country; and the 
fact that the goods has the brand of Baltimore on the label is a sufficient 
guarantee of its superior quality —Baltimore American, Aug. 4. 


Saccharin in Food. 
Food Inspection Decision 138 


Paragraph 3 of Food Inspection Decision No. 135 is hereby 
modified to read as follows: 

The Secretary of Agriculture, therefore, will regard as adul- 
terated under the food and drugs act foods containing saccharin 
which, on and after July 1, 1912, are manufactured or offered 
for sale in the District of Columbia or the Territories, or ship- 
ped in interstate or foreign commerce, or offered for importation 
into the United States.

American Goods in Southern India. 


[From Consul Jose de Olivales, Madras | 


The United States is enjoying only a smail pe: centage of 
the foreign trade of the port of Madras, notwithstanding that 
this part of British India offers exceptionally attractive opportu- 
nities for the extension of American commerce. 

During the month of April, 1911, the total exports from all 
the ports of the Madras Presidency aggregated $6,581,629, of 
which only $142,949 was for goods shipped to the United 
States. In the same month the imports of the Presidency 
totaled $3,325,849, of which but $186,838 represented American 
goods. As indicating what might be sold the following list is 
given of the lines covered by the imports : 


Agricultural implements, apparel (men’s, women’s and 
children’s), arms and ammunition, barbed wire, beads (glass 
and porcelain), bicycles, books, candles, canned goods, card- 
board, carriage materials, cement, cereals, clocks and watches, 
coal and coke, cordage, cotton piece goods, cotton twists and 
yarns, dress fabric, drugs and medicines, dry goods, dyes, 
earthenware, electrical apparatus, enameled ware, fancy goods, 
furnishing goods (ladies’ and geftlemen’s), furniture, grocer- 
ies, glass ware, gold and silver thread, gum (resin), hops, 
house furnishings, hardware and cutlery, instruments (musical, 
scientific, surgical and dental), jewelry, lamp ware, leather, 
linen, machinery, malt liquors, matches, metals, millinery, 
motor cars and cycles, office furnishings, oilcloth and floorcloth, 
oils (kerosene and lubricating), optical goods, paints and colors, 
paper, photographers’ supplies, playing cards, poreelain ware, 
provisions, printers’ supplies, rubber goods, sewing machines, 
shoes, soap, spirits, stationery, sugar, tobacco and cigars, toys, 
tea, umbrellas, wines and liquors, woolen piece goods. 

The American consulate at Madras is desirous of co-operat- 
ing with American manufacturers, exporters and importers with 
a view to securing the largest possible share of the foreign trade 
of south India. All available information relative to local com- 
mercial conditions and trade channels will be cheerfully fur- 
nished upon application to this office. Catalogues and literature 
relating to American goods and products will be gladly received 


.at the consulate, where such matter is kept conspicuously on 


file for inspection by local business people.
